Moscow Turns 
Attention to 
Little Finland 


Helsink, Finland, Feb. 
2J—(IP)— 
Tension suggesting an atmosphere 
of government crisis pervaded Fin- 
land today with the announcemnt 
that Moscow has sent Helsinki a 
proposal for a new treaty. 


The foreign ministry announced 
Russia has sent a letler direct to 
President Juho E. Paasikiyi. The 
ministry did not say what kind 
of 
pact was intended. 


A semi-official 
source said the 
letter was signed by Prime Minist- 
er Stalin.

Varga findings are out of line with 
Soviet propaganda.

Stassen interview may or may hot 
have been printed in the Russian 
press. We .don't know. But Dr. 
Varga's views were contained in 
a book that was available to the 
Russian public.

was called on the carpet. But his 
opinion that capitalism was not 
tottering and thai a showdown was 
not inevitable ran counter to the 
prtsent party line.

ism. Such a course is senseless 
and dangerous.
